The order has been delayed because of the 
failure of cooasel to agree on a CommiseioDer. 
Tbsr wW be allewad sefsral day Boia to try 
to agree, and if they again report .a disagree- 
ment Jadge Cochran will appoint a Commls- 
eioner. Tbis will be a rery importaot place, 
for aU the boslaass of the roads ia to be inves- 
tigated, and it is eetimated that whoever is ap- 
pointed Coamisii9oer will receive a fee rang- 
ing from 16.000 to $16,000. 

The ease ia poiat is of great isiportance, 
both to the people and tbo railroads. Last j 
summer the Railroad Comffllssioa aads an in- 1 
vsstigatioa of fnigbt rates ia Kaetaeky and | 
fooad tbat osrtain of the railroads were cbarg- 1 
iog the merchants of I.ouisvillfi yitt 25>' njore 
freight rates tbaa they were charging Ciucin- , 
aati SMrehaats.
